The St. Louis 
Kf.pullican now asserts that it was not 
the fact that the Commission was eatab 
hshed with the extraordinary power 
conferred upon it that was wrong ; the 
crime, in the estimation of that paper 
was '-the flngrant violation of their 
oaths" by the members after they were 
appointed. Tht Democrats created the 
Court, and practically selected all the 
members, and it is now pitiable am 
contemptible for these same Democrats 
to be charging the members of the 
Court, selected by themselves, with dis 
honesty and perjury.
